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Public Safety Budget, Largest 
In City, Increases 6 Percent 


Public safety is the largest 
component of the city’s budget, 
accounting for 39 percent of to- 
tal city expenditures under City 
Manager Michael P. McLaugh- 
lin’s proposed Fiscal Year 2007 
budget. The $8.4 million dollars 
allocated to this account repre- 
sents a 0.6 percent increase over 
last year’s budgeted public safety 
expenditures. However, several 
issues were raised at the April 26 
city council worksession that could 
increase expenditures above the 
total proposed by McLaughlin. 

Fire and Rescue 

The public safety budget cov- 
ers expenditures for police, fire 
equipment, animal control and 
road markings. Traditionally, the 
costs of providing fire and rescue 
services to city residents had 
been provided by the fundraising 
by the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
and by the county government. 

However, after casino nights 
were banned and concerns were 
raised about county procedures 
for replacing and allocating fire 
trucks (the county still provides 
the ambulance), the Greenbelt 
City Council began allocating

funds to supplement the volun- 
teers’ efforts and allow them to 
continue to purchase their own 
equipment, rather than depending 
upon county-owned equipment. 
For FY07, McLaughlin propos- 
es increasing this allocation to 
$56,000, an increase of $1,000. 

Fire Chief Brian Rudy pro- 
vided council with a spreadsheet 
showing the department’s antici- 
pated equipment purchases. The 
oldest truck, a pumper, is sched- 
uled for replacement in 2009, the 
truck purchased this year will 
be due for replacement in 2015 
and the department would like to 
purchase its own ambulance in 
calendar year 2007. 

The department supplements 
the city funds with money it rais- 
es through the annual fund drive 
and its regular bingo games. Of 
the $380,000 cost of the new fire 
truck, $70,000 (18.4 percent), 
was raised through such efforts; 
the remaining funds came from 
the city set-aside. Vice Presi- 
dent Jay Remenick said the bin- 
go nights were going great and 
promised council a report on the 
department’s fundraising efforts. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 


erts called the city’s set-aside 
inadequate. He urged his col- 
leagues to increase this allocation. 
There appeared to be support 
from other council members for 
such a move, though no specific 
amount was discussed. 

When Davis suggested that 
the department may need to con- 
tinue to use a county ambulance, 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
noted that the county can move 
equipment to other stations when 
it wishes. Rudy agreed and ex- 
plained the new county plan for 
ambulances. 

Companies that currently have 
county-owned ambulances can 
keep them but when they need 
new ones they will join an equip- 
ment rotation scheme. The de- 
partment will get an ambulance, 
use it for 3,000 miles, then get 
another ambulance that it will use 
for 3,000 miles. 

Thus, equipment will rotate 
from one company to another. 
Fire Department President Chris 
Fleshman noted that the county 
has already begun purchasing 
ambulances for this plan.

City Manager Proposes Public Works 
Budget Increase of 7.7 Percent 


Spending in the city’s public 
works account will increase 7.7 
percent, to $2.7 million, under 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin’s proposed budget for Fiscal 
Year 2007, equivalent to 12.9 
percent of total city expenditures. 
The Public Works Department is 
also responsible for additional 
expenditures, including $85.8 mil- 
lion for parks (down 0.8 percent 
from Fiscal Year 2006 estimated 
expenditures) and the city cem- 
etery. The increase in spending 
in this account is slightly higher 
than the 5.9 percent increase in 
overall city expenditures. The 
Greenbelt City Council reviewed 
this budget with staff at its April 
19 worksession. 

During the upcoming fiscal 
year, which begins July 1, cit- 
izens should see construction 
begin on renovation of the long- 
delayed public works facility, 
a 6.4 percent increase in refuse 
collection fees to $200 per year 
($50 per quarter) and a shift 
from part-time to full-time staff 
in some city jobs, consistent 
with the city council’s direction 
that the city move toward paying 
all workers a livable wage. The 
department will also contract out 
some responsibilities, such as 
mowing (other than Schrom Hills 
and Buddy Attick Parks and city 
ballfields).

Fees for opening and clos- 
ing graves in the city cemetery 
will increase noticeably from 
the $350/$450 for opening/clos- 
ing a grave that has been charged 
since 1993 to $600/$700 in the 
proposed budget. City staff es- 
timates that the actual cost of 
opening a grave is $700. Ex- 
penses related to opening/closing 
the area for burial urns will also 
increase to $100/$200 up from 
the current rates of $75/$100. 

Street Sweeper 

The city will hire a new full- 
time driver for the street sweep- 
er that it shares with Berwyn 
Heights, College Park and New 
Carrollton. Costs will be shared 
among the four cities. (The city 
employee who previously has 
driven the sweeper in Greenbelt 
recently notified the department 
of his intention to retire.) 

The four cities will also pur- 
chase a new street sweeper with 
most of the cost covered by Liv- 
able Communities funds from the 
county government. 

The total number of “full time 
equivalents” authorized for the 
department would decrease by 
one (from 52.7 to 51.7) but the 
number of classified (permanent) 
employees will increase by two 
(from 49.5 to 51.5) as the depart- 
ment shifts from temporary help 
to fill in on refuse collection and 


the parks crews to permanent city 
employees. Total salary costs 
will increase only slightly during 
FY07, going from the $2.16 mil- 
lion in FY06 estimated expendi- 
tures to $2.20 million in FYO7. 
Refuse Collection 

This will be the third consecu- 
tive year that refuse collection 
fees have increased. McLaugh- 
lin’s budget writeup attributed 
the need for the 6.4 percent in- 
crease in refuse collection fees to 
increases in salary, benefits and 
fuel costs. According to a cost 
comparison compiled by the Pub- 
lic Works Department, the city’s 
cost, even after this increase, will 
be less than the rates charged by 
Montgomery, Prince George’s and 
Anne Arundel Counties and the 
City of Rockville. 

Except for Montgomery 
County, however, those jurisdic- 
tions collect twice weekly, so the 
costs are not directly comparable. 
When the city adjusted its rate to 
estimate the cost for twice weekly 
collection, its rate was lower than 
those for Montgomery County 
and Rockville, equal to Prince 
George’s County’s and higher 
than Anne Arundel’s. 

The city’s current refuse col- 
lection rate is higher than that of 
the commercial haulers serving

Plans for Cherrywood Lane 
Roundabout Are Approved

People who experience diffi- 
culty exiting the Greenbelt Metro 
Station at Cherrywood Lane can 
take heart that relief has at least 
and at last moved into the design 
Stage. 

At the regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council on April 
24, Chief of Planning and Com- 
munity Development Celia Craze 
gave council a computerized 
overview of the proposed con- 
cept design for a roundabout to 
be constructed by the developer 
of the Greenbelt Station project 
at the intersection of Metro Ac- 
cess Drive and Cherrywood Lane. 
Paul Dorr of the Traffic Group, 
the developer’s traffic consultant, 
was present to elaborate on the 
design and address councilmem- 
ber’s questions. 

Traffic control has been need- 
ed at this site for some time, ac- 
cording to local citizens. It will 
be even more critical when the 


proposed development occurs. A 
condition of both an agreement 
between the developer Greenbelt 
Metropark LLC and the city and 
approval of the Conceptual Site 
Plan (CSP) specifies that the de- 
veloper must design and provide 
traffic control at this site. 

The developer agreed to begin 
the design process even though 
approval of the first Detailed Site 
Plan (DSP) had not yet occurred. 
The determination to construct a 
roundabout rather than to install 
a traffic light was made by the 
Traffic Group. 

Craze pointed out to council 
that construction on the round- 
about will not begin until after 
the developer’s financing pack- 
age for the overall development, 
which includes public funding, 
is approved by Prince George’s 
County. Craze said she was

General Government Budget 
Remains Fairly Stable

The Greenbelt City Council 
met on April 5 to review the 
proposed General Government, 
Miscellaneous and Other Funds 
sections of the Fiscal Year 2007 
budget. The General Government 
portion includes funds to support 
the city council, city admuinistra- 
tion (city manager’s office), elec- 
tions, finance and administrative 
services. Other concerns within 
this category include legal coun- 
sel, community promotion, city 
memberships in municipal and 
other public officers associations 
and the Municipal Building. 

The proposed 2007 budgets 
for all of General Government to- 
tal $1,948,600, which is $126,700 
greater than the amount provided 
in last year’s budget, but only 
$97,800 more than was actually 


Spent. 

Most increases occur in the 
city administration, finance and 
administrative services and le- 
gal counsel accounts. All other 
General Government accounts 
show little or no increase. The 
elections account projects no ex- 
penditures since no city elections 
are planned. 

Overall staffing for General 
Government has also remained 
fairly stable over the past sev- 
eral years but the FY07 budget 
proposes an increase of half of 
an employee. Additional staff- 
ing occurs in the finance and 
administrative services section of 
the budget, reflecting a different 
approach for staffing for informa-

Death of Classmate Saddens Reunion

There was a gasp, then a 
hush as Greenbelt High’s Re- 
union Chairman Gloria Drake an- 
nounced that Doloris McWilliams 
Fitzpatrick had been killed while 
driving from her home in Tava- 
res, Fla., to attend the reunion. 
Many of her Greenbelt friends 
had already heard the sad news 
but some of the 200 attendees at 
the May 6 reunion were learning 
about it for the first time.

A Know-how Event for Dog Lovers

On a sunny Saturday, May 6 dog lovers 
in Greenbelt got the chance to learn about 
their favorite breeds and watch activities 
performed by the animals at the annual Pet 
Expo at the Community Center.

Kris White represented the Companion 
Animal Committee, a co-op under Green- 
belt Homes Inc. (GHI). Her table had 
flyers with summer tips on responsible 
pet ownership. While people could pet 
the three greyhounds she had on display, 
White passed out red scarfs as part of a 
safety program. 

A scarf was made available specifically 
for any dog that behaves in an unpredict- 
able manner.

Beagle Rescue, Education and Welfare 
(BREW), a northern Virginia group that 
operates on the east coast from New York 
down to Florida, set up an exhibit.

cises by the 4 Dog Night Flyball team on 
the front lawn. Dogs were seen running 
around obstacles like cones and jumping 
over bars to the delight of the crowd. 
Kids were also allowed to compete with 
the dogs in relay races from one end of 
the lawn to the other. 

Flyball is a relay sport for dogs that 
started in California in the late 1970s. 
Today it has become so popular that pro- 
fessional flyball associations exist in the 
United States, Germany, Australia and 
South Africa. 

The 4 Dog Night team, formed in 2002, 
is based in Columbia, with 14 members 
and 14 dogs. Kim Fedor, a captain on the 
team, thinks that this physical activity is 
beneficial for a dog’s lifestyle. 

“It always depends how active your 
dog is but if he enjoys going out playing 
Frisbee then an outlet like this would be 
a great way to release that energy,” Fedor 
said. 

The expo, in its fifth year, has been 
great for all animal lovers to get informa- 
tion on their particular pet, according to 
city animal control officer Susie Hall. “If 
people are looking for a certain breed, this 
gives them a chance to approach a group 
that specializes in that type of dog,” said 
Hall. 

She also said that it’s been informa- 
tive for anyone thinking of owning a pet 
that they meet people with experience to 
answer their questions about caring for 
and training a dog.

Robberies 

May 2, 12:56 p.m., 5900 block 
Cherrywood Terrace, a man re- 
ported that he was walking into 
an apartment building when he 
was pushed against a wall by 
two men who went through his 
pockets, taking money from his 
wallet and then fled the scene on 
foot. The victim was driven to 
the hospital to be checked over. 
The suspects are described as two 
black males, 25 to 30 years of age 
with brown eyes, both wearing 
black long-sleeved shirts and dark 
pants. One was 6’ with a thin 
build, black hair in a short bush 
and a dark complexion; the other 
was 5’8” with a medium build 
and black hair in braids. 

May 3, 9:37 p.m., 6000 Sprin- 
ghill Drive, a nonresident man 
was arrested and charged with 
robbery, assault, resisting arrest 
and obstruction. A man reported 
that he and another person were 
walking in a courtyard area when 
three men approached and asked if 
they wanted to buy drugs. They 
refused at which time the men 
blocked their passage while the 
one man was being searched and 
money removed from his wallet, 
the second person fled the scene 
on foot.

He was again apprehended after 
a short foot chase. The suspect 
was transported the Department of 
Corrections for a hearing before a 
district court commissioner. The 
other suspects are described as 
two black males, 28 to 30 years 
of age, 5’11”, wearing black shirts 
and blue jeans. 

May 4, 9:27 p.m., 6000 block 
Springhill Drive, a man reported 
that he was walking to a resi- 
dence to make a pizza delivery 
when he was approached by two 
young men and a woman who 
demanded the pizza he was carry- 
ing. One man grabbed the victim 
in a chokehold and implied that 
he had a gun. He punched the 
victim several times and took the 
pizza. All three suspects fled the 
scene on foot toward the 5900 
block of Cherrywood Lane. The 
delivery person refused treatment 
for minor injuries suffered during 
the robbery. Two suspects were 
described as black males, 15 to 20 
years of age with brown eyes; one 
was 6°4” and bald; the other was 
6’2” with black hair. The third 
suspect was a female, 5’8” with a 
dark complexion.

Breezewood Drive, a man reported 
that he and a friend were walk- 
ing from the Shell FoodMart to 
a residence when they were ap- 
proached by two men. One of the 


men threatened the victim and an- 
nounced a robbery. After getting 
money from the victim, both men 
fled on foot. The suspects were 
described as a black male, wear- 
ing a black shirt and a black male 
with hair in dreadlocks, wearing a 
white shirt.

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Davis noted that County Coun- 
cilmember Douglas Peters has 
been supporting the department’s 
and the city’s efforts to obtain 
a new fire station. However, 
Peters is expected to run for the 
state senate, Davis said. She 
expressed hope that his successor 
will be equally responsive. 

Police 

The bulk of the public safety 
budget, $8.144 million, is ac- 
counted for by the police depart- 
ment. Spending in this account 
is basically flat, up just one-half 
percent from last year’s approved 
budget. McLaughlin does not 
propose to increase the number of 
officers, although one more Mas- 
ter Patrol Officer (and one less 
officer) is funded in FY07. He 
also proposes to purchase eight 
replacement vehicles. 

Crime Down 

Chief James Craze had a good 
news/bad news crime report. The 
good news was that overall crime 
was down in the city last year 
and over the last five years. The 
bad news 1s that crimes against 
persons in 2005 (murders, rapes, 
robbery and assault) were up 40 
percent over 2004. Craze said 
that the city is trying to combat 
this increase by using tactical op- 
erations targeted at specific areas 
where crime has spiked. Such 
operations are based upon what is 
happening at the time, not aimed 
at a single area of the city. 

The city’s closure rate has 
dropped to 10 percent (from pre- 
vious years’ closure rates in the 
20s) of all crimes investigated 
by Greenbelt officers. Craze 
attributed the low closure rate 
to several factors, including an 
increase in the amount of crime 
among strangers, unwillingness 
by some victims to become in- 
volved in the criminal justice 
system or suspects who are being 
prosecuted in other jurisdictions. 
Greenbelt’s 10 percent closure 
rate is between the seven percent 
county clearance rate and the 
State’s 22 percent. 

Auto Thefts 

When asked what had led to 
the significant drop in auto thefts 
(down 31 percent since 2004), 
Craze quipped, “Good police 
work,” then explained that while 
that accounts for some of the 
drop, so too does increasing use 
of anti-theft devices. Incredibly, 
he noted that most cars stolen 
have the keys in the ignition. 
Contrary to public opinion, he 
said, just one car was stolen from 
the Metro lot during 2005. 

The department and the Public 
Safety Advisory Committee have 
trained 21 citizens for the Citi- 
zens Emergency Response Team. 
William Holland, on behalf of the 
team, presented their request for 
approximately $10,000 for a used 
utility trailer and equipment such 
as two-way radios, two portable 
generators, lighting equipment, 
first aid supplies and various 
tools and supplies. 

Craze noted some challenges 
facing the department. Roughly 
AO percent of the force, including 
many of the command staff, is 
eligible for retirement within five 
years. Earlier in the meeting, 
Craze mentioned that this likely 
was the last budget round for 
Captain Michael Craddock. 

While the city’s total benefits 
package for the police is competi- 
tive with other jurisdictions, its 
starting pay is not. McLaughlin 
has written a memorandum to 
council suggesting that the city 
consider converting its contri- 
bution to employees’ deferred 


compensation into salary. The 
city may also want to reintroduce 
the cadet program or work with 
the Boy Scouts to offer a Police 
Explorer program. 

Another Option 

Another option that Craze sug- 
gested the city consider for the 
future is to convert some officer 
positions to civilian positions, 
such as the various administra- 
tive positions, the accreditation 
manager, the evidence technician 
and the public information officer. 
If council converted these posi- 
tions to civilian positions without 
reducing the authorized number 
of officers in the force, more 
officers would be able to be on 
the street. 

Council added a police cadet 
to its wish list of expenditures to 
consider adding to McLaughlin’s 
proposed budget. Davis, not- 
ing the growth of this list and 
anticipating some difficult deci- 
sions, suggested that McLauglin 
order plenty of pizza for the final 
budget worksession. 

One option Craze would like 
to explore is developing a com- 
puter-aided dispatch operation. 
The city has been working with 
other jurisdictions toward a Law 
Enforcement Regional Communi- 
cation and Data Center but prog- 
ress has been slow and uncertain. 
Craze told council it would be 
folly to continue with the current 
paper-based method while wait- 
ing for the center to get off the 
ground. 

By working with the contrac- 
tor providing technical oversight 
for the regional center, Green- 
belt could develop a compatible 
system. Craze estimated the 
cost at $250,000 to $300,000. 
McLaughlin noted that the city 
was not ready to go and that he 
did not expect to be proposing 
that expenditure in FYO7. 

Mobile Computers 

The city would like to upgrade 
its mobile computers. The origi- 
nal units are not rugged, accord- 
ing to Craze, and maintenance 
costs have been unexpectedly 
high. The city will consider more 
durable units now available. 

The city is nearing its goal, 
Craze hopes, of becoming ac- 
credited. Sergeant Carl Schin- 
ner, looking at his watch, said 
they were 138 hours from their 
session with the mock assessors. 
Schinner said that the four mock 
assessors’ job is to “tell us our 
baby is ugly,” or less colorfully, 
to look over the city’s proofs 
of how it meets the accredita- 
tion standards and tell it what it 
needs to improve. In August the 
real assessors will arrive. There 
will be a panel review and a 
public hearing, after which Craze 
will receive a final report. The 
final decision as to whether the 
city has earned accreditation will 
not be made until the November 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Law Enforcement Agencies Con- 
ference in Reno, Nev. 

Unknown 

One big unknown in the de- 
partment is the impact of collec- 
tive bargaining, which voters ap- 
proved in the last election. Craze 
expected that preparing for and 
conducting the negotiations would 
increase the time required for the 
preparation of next year’s budget. 
Although the worksession did not 
end until close to 11 p.m., council 
adjourned to an executive session 
that McLaughlin told the News 
Review was to discuss collective 
bargaining. 


Windsor Green, Greenbrook Vil- 
lage and Belle Point, although 
those communities all use curb- 
side collection, unlike Greenbelt, 
where trash is picked up from 
residents’ yards. The department 
also intends to finish a study of 
whether to assess a separate fee 
for collection of bulk trash. 
Recycling 

Councilmembers praised the 
department for its success in in- 
creasing the city’s recycling rate 
to over 50 percent, based upon 
preliminary estimates. McLaugh- 
lin noted with some pride that, 
other than Greenbelt, there “isn’t 
anyone close” to meeting the goal 
of recycling 50 percent of refuse. 
He said that Montgomery County 
gave up even trying to reach that 
goal about two years ago. 

Mayor Judith Davis asked 
why, even with the rate increase, 
McLaughlin was projecting an 
increase in the gap between re- 
fuse costs and revenues. The 
FY06 budget estimated this gap 
at $72,400, the updated FY06 
estimated gap is $89,300 and the 
FY07 budget shows a shortfall of 
$102,000. 

McLaughlin noted that the bud- 
get includes costs more appropri- 
ately covered by all city taxpayers 
rather than just city refuse custom- 
ers. Among these are part of the 
cost of the recycling and refuse 
supervisor, who also has some gen- 
eral administrative responsibilities. 

Additionally, the city does not 
charge itself for refuse collection, 
despite being one of its own best 
customers. He said that he and the 
staff use their best judgment in bal- 
ancing what costs should be covered 
by fees vs. general city revenues. 

Street Paving 

The department also proposes 
that Megan Lane from Kara Court 
to Mathew Court, Hanover Park- 
way from Hanover Drive to Ora 
Glen Drive and the east side of 
Hanover Parkway from Megan 
Lane to Springshire Court be re- 
surfaced during FY07. In Green- 
belt West the city’s Community 
Development Block Grant funds 
will be used for pedestrian safety 
and crosswalk improvements on 
Cherrywood Lane at Metro Access 
Drive. As a result, the total square 
footage of street resurfacing will

decrease to 10,000, down from 
20,000 in FY06 and 36,000 in 
FY05. McLaughlin has increased 
the amount budgeted for contrac- 
tors by $25,000 to meet costs for 
the services needed to mow city 
rights of way and open areas. 
McLaughlin suggested council 
may want to add Plateau Place to 
the list of roads to resurface if the 
city gets an additional $45,000 in 
Highway User funding that now 
looks likely. 
Playgrounds 

The city is progressing with 
work under playground agreements 
negotiated with various home- 
Owners associations. Under these 
agreements, the city has assumed 
responsibility for maintaining six 
playgrounds in Windsor Green 
and one in Greenwood Village. 
Currently, the department crew is 
also working on the playground at 
Frankfort Drive, which will have 
equipment for both 2- to 5-year- 
olds and 5- to 12-year-olds. Other 
playgrounds will likely focus on 
the older age group. Davis noted 
that the city is not determining the 
equipment choices. Decisions on 
equipping playgrounds are made by 
the communities involved. 

Bill Phelan, assistant director of 
public works, noted that the rubber 
material now used for the play- 
grounds (instead of wood chips) 
costs “a good bit more” but does 
not need as frequent replenishment. 
He noted that from a distance the 
rubber material looks like mini- 
pine mulch. 

As requested by Greenbriar, the 
city plans to remove the Greenbriar 
playground. 

Another departmental effort is to 
preserve old trees. Staff are testing 
several approaches to preservation 
and keeping records of results as a 
guide to future efforts. 

City Bus 

The Greenbelt Connection also 
continues to be a popular service, 
although fees collected do not 
cover its costs. The number of rid- 
ers increased from 5,234 in FYO05 
to an estimated 5,800 in the current 
fiscal year. The staff expect that 
ridership will stay at current levels 
for the upcoming year. 

Riders are charged $1.75, with a 
discounted fee of $1.00 for seniors 
and the physically challenged. 
These fares contribute approxi- 
mately 10 percent of the $61,800 
cost of providing this service. 
McLaughlin does not propose any 
change in bus fees. 

Davis asked staff to consider 
ways to provide service to the new 
post office when the Roosevelt 
Center post office is closed.

hopeful nevertheless that the 
roundabout would be completed 
before the July 2007 date pro- 
jected by the city planning staff. 

Should the county not approve 
the financing, she said, the state 
will not approve the Beltway 
interchange and the whole Metro 
development will be jeopardized. 
The roundabout, however, will 
still be needed and the city would 
have to find funds to provide it. 
In that event, there would be a 
savings to the city, however, in 
having access to the developer’s 
design. 

The most current estimate on 
the cost of the roundabout, which 
will be borne by the developer if 
the entire project moves forward, 
is about $900,000, considerably 
more than originally estimated 
by the city. Craze said this will 
be the largest roundabout in the 
city so far. The one at Hunting 
Ridge Condominiums cost rough- 
ly $200,000 because of grading; 
the Schrom Hills Park roundabout 
cost about $25,000. 

Councilmembers had concerns 
about pedestrian safety in the 
roundabout, especially the loca- 
tion of pedestrian crosswalks, 
which the design showed on the 
west side of the intersection on 
Cherrywood Lane. Mayor Judith 
Davis considered these not well 
located for people using Metro 
from offices located on the oppo- 
site side of the intersection. 

Dorr explained that the design 
of the roundabout is expected 
to slow traffic flow to about 15 
miles per hour and he thought the 
planned signage warning drivers 
of pedestrian presence would pro- 
vide walkers and bikers with safe 
passage. He agreed to consider 
the suggestion of raised areas at 
crosswalks, which councilmem- 
bers thought would do a better 
job of slowing vehicles than signs 
and flashing lights. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts at first said he would vote 
against the design because it is 
tied to funding from taxpayers. 
He thought the developer should 
bear a larger burden for the proj- 
ect, since in Roberts’ view the 
investment would be profitable 
in the end. 

Once Craze clarified that 
council was being asked only to 
approve the design, not the fi- 
nancing, Roberts acquiesced and 
a motion to approve the design, 
with consideration to suggested 
improvements for pedestrian safe- 
ty, was passed unanimously.

tion technology. 

The city’s information tech- 
nology (IT) director resigned his 
position during FY06 creating 
an opportunity to restructure the 
department. Instead of filling 
the now vacant position, the city 
engaged a consultant in the field 
to counsel staff and provide as- 
sistance for the most technical IT 
projects in the city government. 
Consulting in this area will con- 
tinue in the new year, increasing 
the professional services budget 
in the account by $40,000. 

The budget also adds two new 
positions for a systems engineer 
and an automation analyst level 
and eliminates a half time non- 
classified automation technician 
position. The net result is the 
addition of half an employee 
for finance and administrative 
Services. 

Miscellaneous 

Council next reviewed the 
proposed Miscellaneous section 
of the budget including funding 
levels for the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, the Greenbelt Connection, 
grants and contributions, various 
miscellaneous accounts funding 
unanticipated expenses (so-called 
non-departmental account) and 
an account for inter-fund trans- 
fers for various reserve accounts. 
These include the building capital 
reserve fund, the capital projects 
fund, the debt service fund and 
the replacement fund. 

In the non-departmental ac- 
count category, the city manager 
noted that credits of $66,900 and 
$33,400 are expected to be re- 
ceived from the Local Govern- 
ment Insurance Trust for FY06 
and FY07 respectively. This is a 
return of reserve funds no longer 
required for coverage discontin- 
ued by this organization which 
was established to provide self- 
insurance protection to Maryland 
local governments. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin also noted that the 
telephone equipment item in the 
account continues a phased con- 
tribution ($46,300 for FY07) for 
costs of the city’s new telephone 
system. He noted that FY07 is 
the fourth year of the program, 
which may be continued beyond 
the four years for additional up- 
grades or new systems for the 
Police Department. 

Museum 

The Greenbelt Museum, which 
opened in 1987, is cooperatively 
run by the Friends of the Green- 
belt Museum (FOGM) and the 
city. It is staffed by a full-time 
curator/director of historical pro- 
grams, a city employee. 

For FY07, a volunteer educa- 
tion coordinator position paid for 
by FOGM will be established. 
The proposed position was made 
possible through a grant from 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. 

For the Museum section of the 
proposed budget, council heard 
reports from Jill St. John, muse- 
um curator and Stephen Oetken, 
chair of FOGM. Their reports 
mostly covered several successful 
grant proposals, including funding 
for the museum collection and for 
design of museum office space. 
A grant from the Maryland Coun- 
cil for the Humanities and the 
Institute of Museum and Library 
Services will fund the production 
of a new introduction video for 
museum visitors and a grant from 
the Maryland Historical Trust will 
support a costume/textile exhibit. 
The very successful Challenge 
Grant of the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities required 


FOGM to raise $100,000 by July 
31, to be matched dollar for dol- 
lar by the Endowment. 

At the time of the budget 
worksession, St. John and Oet- 
ken reported that $99,218 had 
been raised, with only $782 left 
to achieve the goal. The money 
raised by FOGM and matching 
funds from the Endowment will 
be used to create a FOGM en- 
dowment fund. 

Other Funds 

The last item for the evening 
was review of the Other Funds 
section of the budget. In this 
area, McLaughlin highlighted one 
project being funded in the build- 
ing capital reserve fund, namely 
the Chevron Energy Performance 
Project. This project includes 
replacement of certain light fix- 
tures and boilers; installation of a 
computerized energy management 
system in most city facilities; 
replacement of the two Pool Pak 
and two locker room heating, 
ventilation and air conditioning 
(HVAC) units at the Aquatic & 
Fitness Center and other energy 
efficiency upgrades. Pool Paks 
help with special dehumidification 
in an indoor swimming pool. 

The budget estimates the proj- 
ect will result in annual energy 
savings of $65,000 but it will 
have an annual cost of $106,500 
over the next 15 years, resulting 
in a net annual cost to the city 
of $41,000 in the first year. City 
staff notes that the Pool Pak and 
HVAC units are expensive and 
were likely to be financed over a 
period of time. 

They expect that in future 
years, as the value of the en- 
ergy savings increases due to 
inflation, the net annual cost will 
decrease slightly. Over the life 
of the project, the net projected 
cost to the city is approximately 
$550,000. From the city manag- 
er’s perspective the project would 
provide a financing mechanism 
for the needed Pool Pak and 
HVAC replacements. 

Although there was little dis- 
cussion at this worksession on 
other reserve funds such as the 
Replacement Reserve and the 
Capital Projects Fund, Mayor 
Judith Davis and Councilmember 
Konrad Herling noted their con- 
cern over the ever-diminishing 
levels of these funds. Both said 
they would like to see more al- 
located to these funds. 


SHA Sells Spring 
Wildflower Posters 


Wildflower Posters are avail- 
able for purchase to help support 
the “Keep Maryland Beautiful” 
initiative of the Maryland State 
Highway Administration. The 
18” x 24” poster was designed 
by Anne Arundel County artist 
Anne-Marie Esson to focus at- 
tention on the state’s anti-littering 
campaign. 

More than 300 acres of native 
and naturalized wildflowers have 
been planted along Maryland’s 
roadsides and in meadows the 
explosion of brilliant colors and 
fragrant scents has been a source 
of delight to motorists and, at the 
same time, a boon to the state’s 
highway maintenance program by 
reducing the amount of mowing 
required.

Recommended 


Lawn Care 

The University of Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Service 
recommends having soil tested 
every two to four years. Test 
results provide homeowners with 
complete information on the ap- 
propriate type of fertilizer to 
apply to the specific soil and turf 
variety, as well as the proper ap- 
plication rate and schedule. It 
also includes important advice 
regarding soil pH and potential 
need for lime application. Soil 
sample tests kits can be obtained 
from the Home and Garden In- 
formation Center and a listing of 
testing labs can be found on their 
website. 

Grasscycling 

Grasscycling benefits both the 
lawn and the environment. If 
lawns are mowed on a regular 
basis, grass clippings quickly 
decompose providing free fertil- 
izer for the lawn. It is a mis- 
conception that grass recycling 
contributes to a thatch buildup 
or spreads lawn disease. Thatch 
is an accumulation of partly de- 
composed grass roots and stems 
that develops below the actively 
growing turf. Grass clippings are 
largely composed of water and 
decompose rapidly. 

Grasscycling has many posi- 
tive attributes. It encourages 
a healthier lawn by returning 
nutrients to the soil in a slow 
release form and saves time by 
eliminating the need to bag or 
rake grass clippings. Also, 25 
percent less fertilizer needs to be 
applied, saving money and reduc- 
ing the amount of runoff into the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Mow grass with sharp blades 
when the lawn is dry. When 
mowing after a rainy period, 
large clumps of grass can be 
raked and removed. Mow on a 
regular basis, removing no more 
than one-third of the leaf blade at 
each cutting. During the spring it 
may be necessary to mow twice a 
week. 

Mulching mowers hasten the 
decomposition process but are 
not necessary. Check availability 
of mulching “kits” which can be 
purchased for some models of 
lawnmowers and check the lawn- 
mower manual for information 
on mulching. Finally, avoid the 
overuse of fertilizer and be sure 
application is properly timed (.e., 
when grass is actively growing).

Route 201 and I|-495 
Interchange Project 


Prince George’s County and the 
State Highway Administration are 
partnering to implement a project 
titled “Kenilworth Avenue at I-495 
Environmental Restoration, Low 
Impact Development and Urban 
Retrofit Project.” This project is 
part of the county’s Livable Com- 
munities Initiative project and is 
scheduled for construction this 
spring. The project area consists of 
Route 201 between Crescent Road 
and Westchester Park Drive, includ- 
ing the I-495 interchange ramps. 

The following components are 
included: installation of stamped, 
colored concrete crosswalks at 
Route 201 and Crescent Road; ex- 
tensive plantings within the existing 
Route 201 medians (most extensive 
planting to occur between Crescent 
Road and I-495 interchange) and, 
consistent with low impact devel- 
opment, integrated management 
practices to improve water quality 
of road runoff; and installation of 
seven bio-retention areas within 
the green areas associated with the 
I-495 ramps to assist with the treat- 
ment of road runoff. 

Also included are installation 
of some curb and gutter and filter 
swales within the existing cen- 
ter medians; and two new monu- 
ment/gateway signs to be located 
in the Route 201 median, one in 
the vicinity of the entrance ramp 
to the outer loop of the beltway 
and the other just north of the 
entrance ramp to the inner loop of 
the beltway. The signs are to be 
concrete with a brick veneer, along 
with a pre-cast concrete keystone 
sign panel with the following text: 
“A Livable Community, Prince 
George’s County.” The face of 
the sign is 5’6” high x 7’ long, 
installed on 8’2” high brick veneer 
pillars. 


Greenbelt Deploys 


Satellite Phones 

The City of Greenbelt has ob- 
tained two satellite phones as part 
of its Emergency Preparedness 
program through the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments’ Urban Area Security Initia- 
tive (UASI). UAST is a federally 
funded grant program. 

The two satellite phones are 
now available to city officials in 
the event that all landline and cel- 
lular phone systems fail, as was 
the case during Hurricane Katrina. 
One phone will be installed in a 
fixed location, while the other will 
have mobile capabilities. “Emer- 
gency preparedness is all about 
planning and readiness,” stated Da- 
vid Moran, assistant city manager. 
“The purchase and activation of 
these phones would have normally 
cost the city around $25,000. The 
UASI program has allowed smaller 
municipalities to improve their 
readiness for possible emergency 
situations.” 


Four Cities Receive 


Joint Grant Award 

The City of Greenbelt, City of 
College Park, City of New Car- 
rollton and the Town of Berwyn 
Heights have been awarded a 
joint Livable Communities Initia- 
tive (LCI) municipal grant in the 
amount of $100,000 for Fiscal Year 
2006 to purchase a street sweeper 
and grants to Greenbelt in the 
amount of $17,420 for “Strength- 
ening Families” and $14,850 for 
“Greenbelt CARES” projects. The 
amount of the grant represents 
the maximum funding available 
under a formula devised by Prince 
George’s County’s LCI grant evalu- 
ation panel.

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UM Photography Students 
Catch Views of Greenbelt

Two undergraduate photogra- 
phy classes from the University 
of Maryland have taken to the 
streets, neighborhoods and small 
businesses of Greenbelt to in- 
terpret, examine and explore the 
community. Members of the 
classes, taught by Barbara Ty- 
roler, have spent the last semester 
photographing this New Deal-era 
town and its various elements for 
their final exhibit. 

The students, ranging from 
freshmen to seniors, have dealt 
with subjects that encompass 
more than some might imag- 
ine. “I think it’s really great 
that we’re shooting in Greenbelt 
instead of somewhere obviously 
artistic like D.C. Greenbelt is so 
small and uncovered in compari- 
son,” says freshman Janelle Zara. 
“T like the small town vibe and 
diversity and lack of pretense. 
It’s real people living and work- 
ing and breathing.” 

Greenbelt was established as a 
federal venture in housing and an 
experiment in both the physical 
and social planning that preceded 
its construction. The students 
have followed this example by 
examining the physical and so- 
cial aspects of the community 
and interpreting them for today’s 
audience. 

Students’ Views 

The assignment has even 
touched those who know the 
community well. Greenbelt na- 
tive and student Kim Ottinger 
says, “I think that taking photo- 
graphs of this area forces me to 
see things through a child’s eyes 
and also through a new adult 
perspective.” It is these various 
perspectives that the students 
hope to convey through their 
photographs. 

The photographs depict every- 
thing from children of the com- 
munity to its elderly residents and 
everything in between. During 
several mornings, students ven- 
tured out to Buddy Attick Park to 
see the sun rise over the lake and 





to talk to joggers, fishermen and 
children playing in the park. 

The classes often met at the 
New Deal Café to discuss light- 
ing techniques, ways to approach 
a subject — and to just have a cup 
of coffee and talk. 

“T think there 1s a lot out there 
that people don’t know or can’t 
see about these small, tightly-knit 
communities,” says Ottinger. “I 
believe as college students we are 
getting the opportunity to see the 
theory we learn in the classroom 
put to work.” 

This exhibit will highlight their 
efforts in over 40 black and white 
and digital color photographs of 
the community. And hopefully 
Greenbelt will benefit as well. “I 
hope this exhibit gives Greenbelt 
the opportunity to see what a 
wonderful resource the univer- 
sity truly is,” says Tyroler. “We 
hope that through this exhibit 
the citizens of the community 
will see the strengths and beauty 
that Greenbelt has to offer. We 
hope it will give them a sense 
of pride.” Tyroler herself is a 
Greenbelt resident. 

The Show 

“Greenbelt Impressions” 
will be on exhibit from May 
19 through September 11. The 
public is invited to attend an 
Opening reception with the art- 
ists on May 19 from 3 to 5 p.m. 
This exhibition, sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Recreation Department, 
will be mounted in the first floor 
hallways of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center. 

The students’ photos will tem- 
porarily take the place of the 
Center’s popular historic photo- 
graphs of Greenbelt, which will 
be removed for remounting.
